Number, have been of an unusually varied 
nature. The skilful and brave son of Sir Robert 
Kane, LL.D., F.R.S. (who was formerly Presi- 
dent of the Royal Irish Academy), Henry Kane 
is but forty-four. He entered the Navy іп '58, 
having brilliantly passed his examination for 
sub-lieutenant; and began his naval career on 
board the Queen's Yacht. He thereafter won 
the Silver Cup for marksmanship at the Hythe 
Musketry School; served as Gunnery-Lieutenant 
in several ships in the Mediterranean and 
Channel squadrons; and also had the distinction 
of accompanying Captain (now Admiral) Fairfax 
as Commander in H.M.S. Volage in the expedi- 
tion to Kerguelen Island, with the astronomers to 
observe the Transit of Venus. He next joined 
the Naval Squadron sent to Egypt; and was 
appointed, with Captain Fitzroy, to the com- 
mand of the Naval Brigade that took possession 
of the Suez Canal. Не was slightly wounded in 
the temple during the hostilities. Taking part 
in the ''el-el- Kebir affair, he was promoted to be 
Captain **for services in Egypt." His familiarity 
with European languages secured for him the 
post of.

The President of the French Republic comes 
from a stanch Republican stock. Born at 
Limoges, Aug. 11, 1837 (the same year, by-the- 
way, as General Boulanger), Marie Francois Sadi 
Carnot is the son of Lazare Hippolyte Carnot, 
senior member of the Senate, who is himself son 
of the great Carnot, member of the Convention : 
Carnot, ‘‘the organiser of victory’? whom 
Napoleon I. made a Count. He was educated at 
the Polytechnic school, and at the Ecole des 
Ponts et Chaussées, and followed his career of a 
Government engineer until 1870, when he held a 
post in the Government of the Défense Nationale. 


MONSIEUR CARNOT, 
PRESIDENT OF THE FRENCH REPUBLIC. 


In 1871 he represented the Department of the 
Cóte d'Or in the Assemblée Nationale, and has 
sat in Parliament for that Department ever since. 
* * * * 

President Carnot has been four times President 
of the Union Démocratique of the Chamber, 
Secretary and Vice-I'resident of the Chamber, 
Reporter of the .Budget, Under-Secretary of 
State for Public Works from 1878 to 1880, 
Minister of Public Works from 1880 to 1881, 
and. Minister of Finance in the last Freycinet 
Cabinet, which fell on Dec. 3, 1886. М. Carnot 
married a daughter of the economist Dupont- 
White, and has four children—a son in the army, 
a daughter married to the Avocat-général of 
Dijon, and two young sons. 

* * * * 

Personally, President Carnot is a lean, black- 
haired gentleman, of medium height, wearing a 
full beard and moustache, and a melancholy air. 
In the Chamber, he is not famous for his gaicty. 
M. Carnot is comparatively rich, and has not 
needed to economise on his salary of 50,000f..a 
month, or his parade-expenses allowance of 
25,000f., or his travelling allowance of the 
same sum. It may be added that M. Carnot 
is the youngest of the Presidents of the 
French Republic ‘hitherto elected. Thiers was 
seventy-four when he was elected, Marshal 
MacMahon sixty-four, and M. Grévy sixty-five. 
M. Thiers was elected almost unanimously ; 
Marshal MacMahon obtained 390 votes; M. 
Grévy, 563 the first time and 457 the second. 
M. Carnot obtained 616 votes, and General 
Saussier 188 at the Versailles Congress on 
Dec. 3, 1887, when President Carnot was chosen 
to succeed M. Grévy as President,

THE THEATRICAL PERFORMANCES 
OF MR. HENRY IRVING AND 
MISS ELLEN TERRY. 


H.R.H. the Prince of Wales had arranged a 
grand intellectual treat for the Queen at Sand- 
ringham on Friday night, April 26—nothing less 
than an admirable dramatic performance by Mr. 
Henry Irving's Lyceum company and Miss Ellen 
Terry. The performance was given in the ball- 
room, a handsome apartment connected by a 
corridor with the Royal saloons of Sandringham 
House, the exterior of which model home was 
depicted in the last Issue of The Penny Illustrated 
Paper. With its walls and columns of white and 
gold, the room has a very chaste look, the 
numerous trophies of arms on the wall, mementoes 
of the Prince’s visit to India, heightening its 
beauty and effect. The stage was a surprise for 
all the assembly, a perfect model of the Lyceum, 
from the curtain by Walter Hann to the scenery 
by Hawes Craven, having been produced in three 
weeks. All the elaborate scenic effects of the 
Lyceum were faithfully reproduced in miniature. 
The proscenium opening only measured 18 ft., 
and the depth of the stage hardly this. Reduced 
properties, to match the scenery, had necessarily 
to be contrived. 

Mr. Loveday had provided for “Тһе Bells ” a 
small sleigh, a horse foreshortened, and a toy 
snowstorm, and as an instance of the ingenious 
shifts resorted to in the playing, it may be 
mentioned that the peal of marriage bells that 
are heard at the end of the play, when Matthias 
dies, conscious-stricken, were the bells brought 
from the Lyceum Theatre, and placed outside the 
ball-room, to make the sounds appear as if they 
were coming from a distance. ‘The scenery for 
the Trial scene from “Тһе Merchant of Venice" 
was a reproduction of that which has so fre- 
quently been seen at the Lyceum, and which 
playgoers will not have forgotten is a facsimile of 
the.Hall in Venice. Six of the rooms in the 
house adjourning the ball-room were placed at 
the disposal of Mr. Irving and his company. 
They numbered no fewer than sixty-two persons. 
Mr. Irving's company, marshalled by the genial 
Bram Stoker, travelled from London by special 
train, leaving St. Pancras at four o’clock, and

Her Majesty cannot have failed to be entranced 
by the masterpiece of acting by Mr. Irving in his 
weirdly powerful impersonation of Mathias, the 
conscience - smitten murderer in Mr. Leopold 
Lewis’s English version of Erckmann-Chatrian’s 
psychological drama. Nor could the Queen, 
once a constant playgoer, have failed to appre- 
ciate the thoughtful embodiments of Shylock 
and Portia by Mr. Irving and Miss Ellen Terry. 
The audience comprised about three hundred 
persons, and consisted exclusively of the Royal 
personages in the houses, the Queen’s and Prince 
of Wales’s households, some of the Prince of 
Wales’s neighbours, the Prince’s tenantry, and 
the tenantry of several of the neighbouring 
estates, together with the servants. About ten 
o’clock all the company were in their places, and 
Mr. Ball, with his orchestra, struck up and

The Queen and the Princess of Wales (who 
was on her Majesty's left) sat in two white ivory 
State chairs, the Prince of Wales and Princess

three sisters, Princesses Louise, Victoria, and 
Maud. The curtain was rung up and “Тһе 
Bells °’ commenced immediately the Royal party 
had taken their seats, and though the perform- 
ance lasted for between two and a half and three 
hours her Majesty remained throughout, and 
evidently admired thoroughly the great abilities 
of Mr. Irving and .Miss Ellen Terry.

WASHINGTON CENTENARY. 


We are sure the historic Portrait we print of 
George Washington—a hero all Englishmen are 
proud to remember was of British descent—will 
be regarded with general interest, since, on 
Monday last, the 29th of April, 

GENERAL HARRISON 


proceeded to New York to celebrate, amid great 
rejoicings and manifestations of public delight, 
the centenary of General Washington's inaugur- 
ation as first President of the United States of 
America. President Harrison left Washington 
on Sunday night for Elizabeth Port, New 
Jersey, in order, like Washington, to pro- 
ceed to New York by water. This aquatic féte 
was a splendid and animated affair. The Pre- 
sident was on board the Despatch gun-boat, and 
passed through the fleet, which saluted the 
President by firing their guns and blowing their 
whistles, while the crews manned the yards. ‘The 
Despatch proceeded up the East river, and 
stopped opposite Wall-street, while the fleet 
went through a number of evolutions in the 
North river. The President was then rowed 
ashore on a barge manned by a crew of ship- 
masters from the Marine Society of the Port of 
New York. The crew of the barge that rowed 
President Washington from Elizabeth Port to the 
foot of Wall-street were members of the same 
society. 

New York City was crowded with visitors from 
all parts, and the streets were gaily decorated 
with flagsand bunting. The principal buildings 
were also profusely ornamented, the decorations 
being, in fact, on a quite unparalleled scale. The 
Centenary festivities comprised a grand ball on 
Monday, and a military review on Tuesday ; and 
the whole celebration was worthy the Republican 
home of Sixty Millions of free and independent 
Republicans.

GEORGE WASHINGTON, 


the hero. of the American Revolution and War 


of Independence, the founder and first President 


of the United States Federal Republic, was born 
in 1732, in Westmoreland county, Virginia. He 
was brought up to the profession of land 
surveyor, and obtained some publie employment 
of that kind from the colonial Government of his 
native province. Hostilities, which broke out in 
1751, between the French ала English dominions 
in North America, caused him to 


ENTER UPON A MILITARY CAREER, 


first as Adjutant, but soon as Commander of the 
Virginia Militia Regiment. He served in the 
disastrous expedition of General Braddock, and 
distinguished himself by his conduct at the 
Battle of Monongahela. When peace was re- 
stored he gave up his commission, attended to 
his private affairs, married in 1759, and led the 
life of an unambitious country gentleman. But 
in tbe long dispute, protracted during fifteen 
years, between the Dritish-American colonies and 
the Government of George III., with reference 
to the power of taxation and other matters of 
constitutional right, Washington took an active 
part, as a member of the Virginia House of Re- 
presentatives. Не was therefore chosen, in 1774, 
a member of the Congress of Delegates from all 
the thirteen colonies; and when the War of 
Independence began, he was 


APPOINTED COMMANDER-IN-CHIEF 


of their army, opposed successively to General 
Gage, Sir William Howe, Sir Henry Clinton, and 
Lord Cornwallis, who commanded the Royal 
forces in America. In the task of organising 
and providing for the new army, as well as in 
the conduct of its campaigns, 


e WASHINGTON'S ARILITIES 


were signally displayed. His first active opera- 
tion was that of fortifying the Dorchester heights, 
near Boston, in 1776, which compelled the British 
General to evacuate that city and the British 
squadron to leave its harbour. The next cam- 
paign of Washington’s army was attended with 
severe checks and reverses, in the battles of 
Brandywine and Germantown ; but 


HE HELD HIS GROUND, 
despite the most formidable difficulties, until the 
American cause was strengthened by an alliance 
with France. The British Generals were forced 
to abandon Philadelphia in 1778, and in several 
instances were reduced to the necessity of 
surrendering, with the troops under their com- 
mand; New York was given up in 1783, soon 
after which the King’s Government agreed to 
make peace, and to recognise the independence 
of the United States. 


GENERAL WASHINGTON 


received from his grateful countrymen the 
warmest expressions of their esteem, and, when 
they had settled the form of national Govern- 
ment to be adopted, he was elected President of 
the Republic, from 1789 to 1793, and then for a 
second term of four years to 1797. He died 
about the end of 1799, leaving no children ; but 
he will ever be regarded as ‘ће Father of his 
Country." In some of the best qualities of mind 
and character he seems to us not unlike John 
Hampden, who might, but for his untimely death 
at the beginning of the English Civil War, have 
p as great services in the work of estab- 
ishing political freedom.

M. Laguerre proposed the toast of the evening, 
and also read a letter from the General, in which 
he repeated that he was forced to quit France 
owing to the attempt to make him appear before 
the Senate, and that he recognised no other 
judge but the country. Other toasts were pro- 
posed by MM. Laguerre, De Susini, and Menorval, 
all of whom made violent attacks upon the French 
Government.

Sir Frederick Leighton was born at Scar-
